WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Re- 
peated attacks, accompanied by 
heavy firing from trench mortars, 
machine guns and rifles, against 
American naval and merchant ves- 
sels passing up the Yangtze River, 
were reported today to the State 
Department.

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DEMONSTRATIONS IN BERLIN 


Communists Driven From Presi- 
dential Palace. 
By the Associated Presse. 

BERLIN, Sept. 11.—Communist 
demonstrations occurred in various 
parts of Berlin last night and in 
one of them, on the historic Wil- 
helmstrasse, the disturbers defied 
the »olice and were dispersed with 
revolver fire. . 

The demonstrators marched up 
to the Presidential palace, where 
they were met by the armed guards 
and ordered to disperse. When 
they refused to do so, the police 
fired shots into the air and the 
Communists left. Police used their 
clubs freely at other points and ar- 
rested nearly 50 demonstrators.

Thousands of other Government 
troops plunged westward toward 
Changchow along the Haichow- 
Tungkwan Railroad, crippled by 
weeks of floods. Splashing through 
mud and water, the troops made 
little progress west of Kweiteh. 

Having driven the rebels through 
Shantung Province to Southern 
Chihli, President Chiang Kai-shek 
drew heavily from his Shantung 
forces for the big drive in Honan. 

The troops moving to the new 
battle ground forced farmers into 
their ranks, compelled women to 
cook meals, and confiscated hun- 
dreds of work animals and carts. 
Entering villages, the soldiers drove 
out the peasants and occupied their 
houses. 

Freed of military restraint, ban- 
dit armies looted hundreds of vil- 
lages throughout Honan, killing 
those who dared oppose them. 
Their crops ruined by floods, their 
property taken by contending fac- 
tions in civil war, farmers turned 
robbers.

DRUGGIST, LYING FACE DOWN ON 
FLOOR KILLED BY HOLDUP MAN 


Robber Angered Because Chica7zo- 
an Had Only $45 and Shoots 
Him in Back.

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—Willis F‘d- 
delke, 40-year-old proprietor of a 
drug store, was shot dead by a 
holdup man as he lay face down on 
the floor, last night. 

“You've only got $45, and that 
ain’t enough,” was what the killer 
said, jabbing the muzzle of his pis- 
tol into the druggist’s back and 
pulling the trigger. Two customers, 
held at bay in another room by an 
accomplice of the gunman, heard 
him say: “I croaked him all right. 
Let's get out of here.” 

The robbers had compelled Fid- 
delke to go to a rear room and 
lie face down. They complained at 
only finding $44, but Fiddelke ex- 
plaineg it had been a poor day and 
that was all he had.

last year and expressed the hope 
that the principle of compulsory 
arbitration might some day be ac- 
cepted by all nations. 

Security vs. Preparedness, 

Touching the subject of security 
the British statesman declared: 
“Security is impossible if cumula- 
tive military preparationg continue 
as they are going on today. Wecan 
never fulfill the purpose for which 
the league has been created unless 
we are prepared to carry through 
a scheme of general disarmament 
by international agreement.” 

Standing immediately in front of 
the German delegation, Henderson 
delivered a long eulogy of Dr. 
Stresemann, the late German Chan- 
cellor, whose death occurred since 
the last Assembly meeting. 

Dealing with antiwar measures, 
he asserted: “Great Britain desires 
above all to see the conclusion of 
a general disarmament treaty.” He 
expressed the hope that the partic- 
ipating nations would be able to 
accomplish this part of the VYer- 
sailles treaty in 1931. 

“The authors of the League cov- 
enant,” said the speaker, “never 
believed that international co-op- 
eration could succeed if national 
armaments should remain wnre- 
stricted and if armament competi- 
tion should revive. Because of this 
they inserted in the covenant the 
obligation to accept a general re- 
duction and limitation of national 
forces by international treaties. 
That obligation, he said, has not yet 
been honored, although it was in- 
curred 11 years ago.

There was every indication 
today that a runoff primary be- 
tween the two high men will be 
necessary.

BRIAND PUTS PLAN 
UP TO THE LEAGUE 


By the Associated Press. 

Aristide Briand, French Foreign 
iMnister, turned his idea for a 
federation of European states to- 
day over to the Assembly of the 
League of Nations in an atmos- 
phere of friendly sympathy. 

Briand’s address propounding the 
plan was much the same speech 
he nade a year ago when he pre- 
sented the same idea from the 
Same rostrum. He attempted no 
directing, but left it to thé na- 
tions themselves to establish the 
definitive form of the union. 

He .contented himself through- 
out a discourse of an hour with 
arguing the necessity of some clos- 
er Federal bond between European 
states, and in asserting emphatical- 
ly that neither the League of Na- 
tions, the United States, nor any 
other legitimate regional or inter- 
national group would find it in- 
imical, 

There was prolonged applause 
as Briand mounted the rostrum and 
perfect silence as he started to 
speak. 

The Fight for Peace. 

He launched into a history of the 
fight for peace, describing the 
Briand-Kellogg pact as of infinite 
value, Then he spoke of the mul- 
tiplication of pacts of arbitration 
and friendship which he said great- 
ly multiplied possibilities of peace. 
Reduction—suppression if possible 
—of armaments, he continued, were 
phases of 4 final peace. The work 
of disarming peoples had met with 
and would meet with enormous 
difficulties. 

“We have sought among nations 
of good will toward each other to 
reach an agreement in these mat- 
ters,” he said of the London con- 
ference. “We have obtained in 
part something of what we want- 


ed,” and he added that the League 


} 


could now consolidate and advance 
the progress made in London. 

He expressed a hope that an 
agreement would be reached be- 
tween France and Italy on naval 
limitation. “I am quite decided in 
my will.” he said, “to await the 
day when there will be no more 
war.” 

Good Will the Key. 

Then he took up the projected 
federation of European states, He 
recalled that ‘when he first laid 
the idea before the world that he 
had insisted his proposed federa- 
tion must be within the framework 
of the League of Nations. He re- 
peated today that it must rest 
there. 

“We have the unhappiness to in- 
habit a continent that has suffered 
a great disaster,”’ he said. “‘Is there 
something that can be done for 
peace? Can these people organize 
to prevent war?” 

He said he knew and realized it 
would be difficult always to found 
@ union among people so different, 
but that real good-will would find 
a solution. 

“The conference of European na- 
tions accepted the principle three 
years ago,” he said. “It is now be- 
fore the world. A year’s study by 
the nations of Europe has brought 
to light, it is true, certain difficul- 
ties which Were not foreseen at 
first, but I am satisfied to know 
from the replies to my memoran- 
dum that the response was firm in 
adherence to the principle of Eu- 
ropean collaboration.” 

One objection, Briand averred, 
has been that the proposed union 
might run counter to the best in- 
terests of the League of Nations. 
This he declared false, contending 
that there was not the least possi- 
bility of anything but the closest 
co-operation between the two or- 
ganizations, this being particularly 
true since the League of Nations 
necessarily would remain above and 
superior to the European union. 

He denied again that the union 
would run counter to or be in any 
way inimical to the United States. 
Statesmen had told him, on the 
other hand, he declared, that rela- 
tions between Europe and America 
could more easily be strengthened 
by existence of a European organ- 
ization. 

“Twenty-seven nations have 
studied this question,’’ he conclud- 
ed. “Twenty-seven nations have 
said ‘Yes, it can be done.’ There it 
is before you. Go. March on. Ac- 
complish peace!”’ 

There was a burst of applause as 
Briand with these words left the 
tribune.

‘JACKSONVILLE, IIl., Sept. il. 
—James Hamilton Lewis, Demo- 
cratic nominee for United States 
Senator from Illinois, opened his 
campaign here today, emphasizing 
almost equally as issues farm relief, 
unemployment and prohibition. He 
urged the return of liquor regula- 
tion to the several states, immedi- 
ate Government loans to banks in 
needy farm communities and work 


to the unemployed on Government 
construction projects. He also. ad- 
vocated return of the national in- 
come tax revenues to the _ states 
from which they were collected. He 
spoke at the Morgan County fair. 

Making only brief reference to 
his four opponents, the nominee 
praised Mrs. Lottie Holman O'Neill 
for ‘commendable courage and no- 
ble frankness” in her dry stand and 
accused Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCor-/ 
mick of offering nothing to take 
the place of national temperance 
laws in the event the verdict of the 
referendum if for repeal. 

“We of the Ililnois Democrecy 
demand State control of prohibi- 
tion and temperance,” he said. 
“We demand the national prohi- 
bition acts of law or Constitution, 
which for 10 years have stood in 
obstruction of these rights of citi- 
zenship and defeat of all temper- 
ance, be modified or repealed to 
any extent necessary to return the 
privilege to the states to fulfill the 
spirit of the eighteenth amend- 
ment.”" 

What Dry Law Has Done. 

Describing national prohibition, 
he said: “They rush on, the twins 
of robbery and crime on the high- 
way and the streets of the cities. 
Officers of law are corrupted or 
intimidated to a point where organ- 
ized crime in every village and city 
is the companion of every, court- 
house and church. These pursue 
the citizenship to the profit of bil- 
lions of dollars to the criminal 
combination, staining the state 
with disgrace and blackening the 
nation with dishonor. These are 
the inheritance of this investment 
—no law respected, no authority 
obeyed, no reverence to religion or 
obedience to God.” 

Relief for the Farmer. 

Blaming the plight of tho farmer, 
on what he termed the “reactionary 
and Tory, policies of the Eastern 
enemies of the West,” he said: 
“There is no defined issue between 
Democratie and Republican parties 
in Illinois. The call of the hour is 
not to find what party is to be con- 
demned for the conditions of mis- 
ery to the farmer and hardships 
to the city toiler. The real duty of 
the day is for the earnest men and 
women of all parties to find the 
remedy for all anu start the relief. 

“Tt is a shameful spectacle for 
bands of State leaders of political 
parties of Illinois marching from 
town to town screeching the text 
of more or less to drink—and not 
one word to offer relief to the mil- 
lions of farmers who are waiting 
on the brink of disaster crying for 
money und aid to save them from 
bankruptcy and loss of everything. 

“Why shall not our Government, 
as a measure to meet a crisis, lend 
at once to trusted local banks of 
each needy community the money 
necessary to bridge these farmers 
across their chasm? The farm- 
er’s land, his crops and his honor 
are sure security.” 

Lewis explained he advocated 
such a measure, not as a Govern- 
ment policy, but as a Government 
emergency. He declared the Gov- 
ernment did as much for the rail- 
roads when they were in distress 
after the war.

“The unemployed,” he said, 
“ought by order of President and 
Cabinet heads be put at once to 
work in the constructing of the 
many buildings now provided by 
law for soldiers, postoffices and 
court and custom houses, river 
bridges &nd Government wharves 
and waterways.

Writ- 
ten by Harry Lee Watson, 
Wanted in 7 States for 
12 Holdups. :

SPH§NGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 11.— 
Harry Lee Watson, bank robber, 
‘forger and confidence man, who 
was arrested Monday in his attrac- 


tive country place in the Ozarks, 
cherished literary aspirations 


‘| which filled several notebooks and 


once resulted the publication of 
an inspirational pamphlet which 
had considerable circulation at 75 
cents a copy. . 

‘In addition to firearms, ammu- 
nitiun, grease paint, first aid sup- 
plies, surgical tools, and other ar- 
ticles of practical use in a “hide- 
out” for ’criminals, postoffice in- 
spectors found copies of “The Gold- 
en Quest” and numerous notebooks 
filled with epigrams and para- 
graphs when they searched the 
$30,000 house which Watson built 
this summer on a 260-acre farm 
in Texas County. 

“The Golden Quest” apparently 
was written by Watson before he 
was discharged from Texas. peni- 
teytiary at Huntsville in 1922, after 
esscaping twice. It opened with 
a prayer that “The exampl@ of my 
life may bring someone, who is 
adrift in a life of sin and trouble, 
unable to find peace and comfort 
anywhere, or in anything, into a 
holy, happy life.”’ 

A typical paragraph in the book- 
let, addressed to “A Chance Com- 
rade on the Pilgrimage of Life,” 
said “It is my last night in the 
Texas State prison. Hours ago the 
big clock struck nine and the lights 
went out, but my anxious mind and 
hoping heart, busy with fancics of 
tomorrow's possibilities, would not 
let merciful, soothing sleep close 
my eyes, so amid the faint sounds 
that come from the sleeping men 
in their cells, I sit and dream of all 
this change, so promising and 
wonderful, could bring to me, 
might mean in blessing and inspira- 
tion to others.” 

Watson’s notebooks, some yel- 
lowed with.age and, perhaps, dat- 
ing back to 1906, when he b2gan 
his criminal career by burning a 
building for the insurance on his 
personal belongings, include such 
lines as “Rather a king among 
rats, than a rat among  kings;”’ 
“There is no honor among thieves, 


else,” and “Fear is man’s greatest 
enemy, paralyzing the nerves and 
the muscles so that they can't do 
their work.” 

Watson Declines to Talk. 

Watson, declining to comment 
on his writing as well as on the so- 
called robbers’ supplies and sup- 
posed stoler bonds which were 
found, probably will be taken to 
Troy Grove, Ill, where he is 
chefged with robbing the postof- 
fice and bank. 

Inspectors announced that Sain 
Bottom, also wanted in the Troy 
Grove robberies, was arrested yes- 
terday near Birmingham, Ala, 
with a woman who said Watson 
built the Texas County house as a 
criminal hideout. Bottom was said 
to have been a frequent visitor 
there. 

As has been told, Watson is 
wanted in seven Middle Western 
states where rewards totaling more 
than $20,000 had been offered. The 
$14,000 holdup of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional of Maplewood in March, 
1929, is one of a dozen similar 
crimes of which he hag been ac- 
cused during the past two years. 
Records show that he has served 
five prison terms. 

Escaped Twice in Texas; Shot 
Guards Second Time.

HUNTSVILLE, Tex., Sept. 11.— 
Records at the State penitentiary 
here show that Harry Lee Watson 
was sentenced in 1921 to four years

T WOULD be a wholesome thing, for 
] economy and reduced taxation, if all de- 
partments of the Federal Government 
would reduce their operating cost to a per 
capita basis and show all of the elements of 


cost, and particularly state the result of 
their activities. The recent statement of 
the Prohibition Bureau that the cost of 
Federal prohibition enforcement is 6 cents 
per capita is partially true, apparently based 
on the expense of the unit itself, but mis- 
leading unless it includes the use of the 
Navy and Coast Guard, the cost of opera- 
tion of penitentiaries, the use of the Federal 
courts, as well as the loss sustained by citi- 
zens from delay in legitimate operation of 
these courts. 

If prohibition were right in principle, 
there could be no discussion on the low 
level of the economic side, but since the 
question is raised, it might be well to review 
some of the economic effects. , On the face 
of it 6 cents per capita to police 10,000 
miles of border, 48 states and 120,000,000 
people is a ridiculous amount. An official 
of the Department of Justice has stated that 
the unit is utterly helpless to enforce the 
law without the use of the 170,000 peace of- 
ficers of the several states, and its well 
known, for practical purposes, real en- 
forcement does not exist. 


In the matter of the economic side, at- 
tention is invited to the initial cost on the 
passage of the eighteenth amendment and 
Volstead act based on the Federal census of 
manufacturers, statistics of the Unitéd 
States Brewers’ Association, returns of In- 
ternal Revenue Department and estimates. 
The total taxes derived from lNaquor traffic

ucts—corn, rice, barley, hops, rye, grapes, 
etc.—used in manufacture, together with 
sundry materials and supplies such as bar- 
reis, boxes, bottles and machinery—$370.- 
000,000. Coal consumed, United States Fuel 
Administration estimate, 200,009,000 tons at 
$2 per ton, $400,000,000. Estimated sal- 
aries and wages, direct and indirect, $6.- 
000,000. Estimated freight payments, in 
and out, and on supplies direct and indi- 
rect, 150,000 carloads at $90 per car, $13,- 
500,000. Capital investment in distilleries 
breweries and wineries, $962.482,000: § per 
cent for contingencies, $106,841,600; 5 per 
cent net yearly profit on wholesale sales, 
$107,183,680. This makes a total of $2,- 
250,867,280, which takes no cognizance of 
the business turned over in a retail way. 
Real estate values, wages and sales would 
amount to §750,000,000. Together, in round 
figures, these represent an economic upset 
of $3,600,000,000. ‘ 

From another viewpoint, the Ontario 
Liquor Board’s price is $41.49 per case for 


per cent on $5,000,000,000 of the public 
debt. 

It has been brought out that under regu- 
lation of the liquor traffic, with the same 
system of taxation as Great Britain, there 
would be produced $1,600,000,000 revenue. 
In Great Britain the revenue produced is 
$14 per capita. The interesting thing, under 
this system, is that arrests for drunken- 
ness in England and Wales in 1928, latest 
year for which statistics are available, were 
55,000, and their penitentiaries are being 
closed, while those in America are filled 
to overflowing and additional ones advo- 
cated. It is startling to review the arrests 
for drunkenness in Philadelphia for 1928. 
60,000; and in Chicago, 85,000: and a sad 
commentary on prohibition vs. regulation. 

The Department of Commerce has not 
compiled any statistics computing the total 
volume of business of the United States, the 
nearest approach being from the Treasury 
Department Income Tax Division, giving 
the receipts by industrial groups for all 
corporations, which by latest computation 
(1926) in round figures was $106,000,000,- 
000. Allowing a two-time turnover there 
would be $212,000,000,000 for production 
and distribution of corporate manufacturers, 
to which must be added operating revenues 
of steam railroads, $6,359,673,.464 (1927). 
and to these round figures $96.000.000.000 
fire/and other insurance and $18,500.000.- 
000 life insurance, plus the total value of 
agricultural products, the total number of 
new mortgages and stock issues, the total 
loans of financial institutions, quasi-public 
and private, and the business of the stock 
exchange. From this it may be seen that 
an estimate of $500,000,000,000 per annum 
fOr total volume of business for the United 
States in full detail is a very conservative 
figure.
